But none of these battles was wagec 


against such enormous odds as iha 
v.-hich proved to be the final battK 
and which ended in a signal triumph 
a few days before peace was declared 
This was the battle of the Argonne 
started on Sept.. 26, and ending in a 
complete victory on November 2, al- 
though the lighting was kepi up unti 
within a few minutes before ihe houi 
set for ending hostilities. 


The battle, 
of 
the 
Argonne was 


waged in the face of the most dis- 
couraging difficulties. 
The Argonne is 


a largo chain of thickly wooded hills 
and here ihe enemy had been well for- 
tiried and 
camouflaged. The 
woods 


were filled with mounted guns, ma- 
chine gun nests, bomb depots and ev- 
ery other equipment necessary for the 
strongest kind of defense. 
In reality 


the forest had been turned into a for- 
tress, commanding a clear sweep of all 
the approaches which naturally passed 
over low ground. 


To add to the difficulties encoun- 


tered by the Americans, the approach- 
es to the heights of the Argonnn were 
muddy and without roads. In spito of 
these drawbacks, however, the Ameri- 
cans when ordered to take the Ar- 
gon ne. went to the task with the ut- 
most courage and abandon. 
Needless 


to say, thn advance was 
under 
the 


most deadly fire from the German bat- 
teries thickly lined along the woods 
and- so camouflaged, that they were all 
invisible unJLLl J'they belched forth in 


" fire. 


:_Jn spite of every difficulty 
to 
be 


overcome, however, the Yanks suc- 
ceeded In advancing three miles each 
day, but it is needless to say .that un- 
der such conditions, their losses were 
exceedingly heavy. This explains tho 
long lists of casualties sent out from

during 
tho 


last two weeks. 


When the Americans tnok the Ar- 


gonne they cut tho life artery of the 
German defense, and 
overcame 
the 


last stronghold of their resistance. It 
was the linal and knockout blow. It 
meant that the path had been opened 
to the Illiine and to Berlin. It was 
one of the greatest victories of the war 
and it had historic significance from 
the fact that it proved decisive.
